General French has left Kimberley 
to join in{the pursuit of the Boer, army. 
The Guards have vccupied the Boer 
position «at Magersfontein. Further 
details of the Boor retreat show the 
enemy has been fighting a good rear 
guard action, occupying successive kop- 
jes in order to allow the moving of 
their cavalry, which has been going 
aja slow pace, the animals apparent- 
ly being dead beat. 

Latest reports show that the Boers 
in the neighborhood of Kilipkraal’s 
Drift are undoubtedly disheartened. 

French’s magnificent march is still 

the subjecc of admiration especially in 
view of the dust storms and thunder- 
storms that all experienced. 
: The work of shelling the Boers pro- 
ceeds vigorously.Owing to the style of 
the action, the Boers are bound to 
show in the open wherever they are 
ecbliged to leave the kopjes. 

London, - Monday, Feb. 19: The 
Daily News publishes the following, 
dated Sunday, night, from Modder riv- 
en: “Our sudden appearance seems to 
have astounded the enemy and thrown 
themj into a panic. All their positions 
were hurriedly evacuated aad big guns 
at Magersfontein and Kimberley, wer 
left behind.” 

Cronje moved his transport consist- 
ing of-many hundreds of wagons along 
the bank of the kopjes north of © the 
Modier towards Kaffyfontein. It! got 


past our .-ounted infantry, but ow- 


ing o weariness had to stop. There- 
upon the artillery re-opened upon it. 
The main body of Boer forces kept up 
a running fight the whole day,-vainly 
tryimg to escape. Each tiare theirad- 
yance guard sought to move off our 
mounted infatry. galloped round and 
checked them. + We never attempt- 
edi to stop the main movement, con- 
tenting ourselves with trying to check 
them.” f 

“Their position at Kaffyfontein is 
snid to be strong. They entertain a 
wholesome dread of our 10,000 cavalry 
moving more quickly than they do 
themselves. We hope to be in Bloem- 
fontein shortly.” 

Jacobdal, Feb. 17: General Cronje 
with 10,000 men is in full retreat to- 
wards Bloemfontein. General Kelly- 
Kenny is fighting a rear guard action 
and harrassing the retreat. 

The Boers are reported leaving Spy- 
fontein and going in a northwester- 
ly direction. The British captured a 
large convey; as a result of Thursday’s 
fighting at Reit river. The British 
casualties were comparatively slight 
in view of the tremendous bombard- 
ment, less than thirty men were 
wounded and but one killed. Gen. 
French’s division was enthusiastically 
welcomed at Kimberley. . The officers 
dined at the club last evening. News 
oi the entry into Kimberley greatly 
eprouraged the trocss. rd 

Cape Town, 17: The British steam- 
er Laurentian, Capt. Nunon, which 
sailed from Halifax on Jan. 21st, 
with first artillery section of the se- 
cond Canadian centingent of troops for 
service against the Boers arrived at 
this port to-day. Troops were wel- 
comed by Sir Alfred Milnet Major 
John Hanbury S. Williams, military 
secretary to the governor oi Cape 
Colony.. 

London, Monday 19: A dispatch to 
Times form Naauwpoort describing 
the retirement to Arundel draws 
attention to the devotion of twenty 
men of the Victoria mounted rifles 


who, when caught in trap, died to 
a man fighting to the last. 

The Canadians took part in the 
Kimberley relief operations. They 


marecned from Wegedraal in the right 
flank to attack Jacobdal, as reserves. 
Six were wounded or taken prisoners.

All the steam boats are 
chartered and are now refusing tick- 
ets. It is impossible to secure pass- 
ae at Jess than’ $100 to $250. It was 
expected that the exodus would leave 
Dawson deserted. The recent fire 
which had visited Dawson destroyed 
the main street and it was doubtful if 
it would be rebuilt.

PARLIAMENT. 
Ottawa, Feb. 10. 
AVihough the debate on the address 
was ended in double quick time the 
bussiness.of the session cannot be said 


to have advanced at galloping, pace in 
the three succeeding working days that 
have elapsed. Wednesday and Thurs- 
day were what arc called private mem- 
bers days—that is days devoted to the 
advancement of public bills and resolu- 
tions introduced by private members. 


. Althouzh the order paper showed a 


large number o* bills and resolutions 
on miscellanecous subjects only a few, 
end these of minor importance, were 


disposed of.. There is a strong  sus- 
picion that neither private: members,— 
meaning chiefly members of the, op- 
position— nor the government are; yet 


quite ready to rush business. ~ 


Mr. Davin introduced a bill tcf amend 
the act respecting pensions to the 
members of the Northwest mounted 
police. In his explanation Mr. Davin 
said: “By this (bill) I will accomplish 
a little more than the present law ac- 
fomplishes, but I will mainly accom- 
plish by these two sections whati was 
undoubtedly aimed at by the act pass- j 
ed in 1898.” The bill also provided 
that the position of offmers must be 
attained by promotion from the ranks; 
with the exception in special cases in 
favor of cadets of the military college 
or commissioned officers of (the! Cana- 
dian militia or th: Imperial service. 
And further provision was madd that 
the pensions of officers should be cal- 
rulated on a basis of their whole term 
of, service in the forca and not merely 
on the length of their service as offi- 
cers as at present. The bill received 
a first reading without debate. 


Question of the ministry developed 
sundry more or less interesting facts 
The overcoats of the mounted police 
are sheepskin and cost $17.44 each. 
Jas. H. Ross was paid: $16 a dayas In- 
dian, treaty commissicner in the Atha- 
basea district. Severe Villeneuve, late 
of St, Albert, who was shown to have 
taken bribes when acting as doorkeep- 
er of the gold commissioner's office in 
the Yukon, has left the service, but 
was not dismissed. None of the Yu- 
kon cffivcials against whom charges 
were made before Commissioner Ogil- 
vie had been prosecuted because no sui- 
ficient grounds wa_ shown for doing 
so. Commissioner Ogilvie has re- 
ceived! $1,000 a year increase of salary 
and is allowed $2,000 as living allow- 
anre, $250 a year, for house rent and 
$50 a month for housekeeper. 
bert Tupper asked a large number of 
qvastions regarding Yukon matters. 


Mr. Davin complained of the work- 
ing of the act passed, last session grant- 
ing relief to settlers who had become 
sureties for ssed grain supplied their 
neig=bors. He moved for a return of 
correspondence and asked that the 
minister of interior look over it eare- 
fully, with a view. to giving better ef- 
fect) to the intent of the act. 

Sir Charles Tupper complained that 
the Wiunipeg Free Press had mis-re- 
ported him, and threatened to move 
for the expulsion of the reporter of 
that oaper from the reporter’s gal- 
lery. The correspondent had said that 
in‘his speech on the address he ‘had at- 
tacked the French-Canadians. This 
Sir Charles emphatically denied. 


Thursday was practically taken up 
by a debate on Sir Charles Tupper’s 
complaint against the Free Press for 
mis-reporting him; a further report 
which had appeared in that paper be- 
ing the basis. Sir Charles gave his 
awn political history at great length 
to prove that he was not hostile to 
French-Canadiaps, Messrs. Bourassa, 
McIntosh, Wallace, Davis, Monk, and 
a number of others took the opportun- 
ity thus afforded to work’ off a part or 
the whole of the speeches which they 
hijd prepared te deliver in the debate 
on the address. The purpose was te 
fix on the opposite party responsibility 
for the raising of the race cry in Cana- 
dian politics during the past few 
months and which owing to its fiz- 
zling: out in the debate on the address 
no one was willing to father,  al- 
though someone had certainly attempt- 
edj to use it.

SCRAPS OF DEBATE. 
Growth of Canadian Trade. 
From Uansard. 


Mr. Gould moving the address in 
repiy to the sp3ech irom. the throne: 

“Our foreign trade has increased in 
the three years since 1896 by no less 
than $82,000,000, but to enable one 
fully to grasp the greatness of this 
increase, a2 comparison is necessary. I 
find, from: the trade and navigation re- 
turns that the increase is greater by 
some $16,000,000 than the increasej for 
the eighteen years from 1878 to 1896. 
But, great as has been the increase 
in the last three fiscal years the trade 
of the present fiscal year bids fair to 
surpass it by millions. Our total for- 
eign trade for the six months ending 
December was $203,000,000, which is 
within $1,000,000 of the total foreign 
trade for the full fiscal year of 1889, 
and! within $35,000,000 of the total for- 
eign trade for the fiscal year of 1896. 
Our exports too, have largely increas- 
ed; our exports are greater by $20,- 
090,000 for the six months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year than for the full year of 
1889, and within $12,000,000 of those 
for the full fiscal year of 1896. If the 
present rate of progress in our trade 
continues to the end of this fiscal year 
we shali touch the $375,000,000 mark. 
Our highest foreign trade under 
late administration 
and if our expectations be realized our 
foreign trade for 1900 will exceed that 
of the best year under the late govern- 
ment by over $125,000,000. 

“Tam pleasec. te notice that the de- 
partment of agriculture has pursued 
a progressive. policy in reference to 
our cold storage and shipping facil- 
ities. Canada: has now obtained a 
strong feothold in the markets of 
Great Britain,and it behooves the gov-

‘Permit me for a moment to give 
ai few figures as to‘the volume:of our 
trade in these articles In 1896 we 
shipped to Greajt Britain nearly 5,000,- 
006 pounds of butter; in 1899 we ship- 
ped to Great Britain 19,000,000:pounds 
of butter. In 1896 we shipped to 
Great Britain 164,000,000 pounds of 
cheese; in 1899 we shipped to Great 
Britain 189,000,060 pounds of cheese. 
Our exports of baton! to the old land 
have increased enormously. In 1896 
we exported 47,000,000 pounds of bac- 
on; in 1899 we exported 111,000,000 


pounds of ‘baicon.”

The war in South Africa has made 
one thing at least quite apparent; that 
some common action must be taken for 
the} defence of the British Empire. The 
present system, if there be any system, 
is utierly lacking in every essential 
means whereby in time of danger the 
resources of the nation can be brought 
tol bear against a common enemy. The 
steps which are necessary for the ac- 
pompiishment of this great end will 
have} to be decided om by the military 
chiefs of the country; but the defects 
which at present exist are periectly 
plain to all.. The peopie of Canada} or 
of Great Britain, for that matter, do 
not in time of peace prepare for war; 
that is, they donot-make adequate pre- 
poration. Under our system of gov- 
ernment the reason of this is not far to 
seek. Our statesmen are directly re- 
sponsible to the people, who when a 
programme containing proposals for 
large expenditures for defensive pur- 
poses is laid before them! are prone to 
condemn the proposed outlay as ex- 
travagant and unnecessary. In very 
iaw, o fthe other aations of the world 
are such stringent constitutiona) 
checks imposed on rulers, therefore the 
objections advanced to the military 
leaders’ measures are not -so great. 
The time appears to have arrived when 
the colonies should unite with the 
mother country in devising som 
scheme for the defence of the Empire 
ap a whole. A suggesticn has been 
made that the question should be taken 
entirely, out of the hands of politicians 
and handed over to an Imperial coun- 
cil, which wou'td of course be quite 
removed from the narrow sphere of 
party and could view everything from 
the lofty. eminenze of national, necessi- 
ties. Canada has sheltered herself 
behind the skirts of Britannia~ quite 
long enough. Let us now give some 
evidenze of the true Imperial spirit 
and) show that we are prepared to «io

WYNDHAM ON THE WAR. 


The Imperial House of Commons 
was crowded on Monday in anticipa- 
tion of the statement of Mr. Gearge 
Wyndham, parliamentary secretary of 
the war office, in regard to army 
measures. Mr. Wyndham the 
country would soon have over hal* a 
million men. Mr. Wyndham rose, 
amidst cheers, when the house went 
into committee on supply, and said 
that he did not propose to deal with 
the question of the prosecution of 
the war, but weuld proceed immediate- 
ly to outline the military measures

the question of compulsory: service, 
which was entirely. unnecessary’, in 
view of the activity of recruiting. for 
the auxiliary forces. Since the -war 
10,000 recruits had joined under, the 
existing conditions, and as improved 
facilities werg offered, he anticipated 


that the voluntary auxiliary forces 
if their efficiency was _ increased, 
would easily suffice for a passive 


defence, and to garrison the seaports 
and other positions. They might even 
be qualified for undertaking more 
onerous duties. 

The government propose to put the 
pay of the militia on the same scale 
as\thea regulars and embody |the whole 
militia. During the spring and sum- 


mer the volunteers artillery would be 


rearmed, and a higher capitation: grant 
would be given the volunteers, coupled 
with the demand for higher efficiency. 
A mounted infantry volunteer corps 
would be formed and the yeomanry 
would be treated on the same broad 
basis. The artillery, army service 
corps ani.engineers necessary for two 
additional army corps would be raised 
forthwith, namely 36 field batteries 
and seven horse batteries. The speaker 
also said it had been decided to raise 
12 additional infantry battalions, 


Mr. Wyndham said the existing cav- 
alry forces would also be expanded by 
seven regiments and that commissions 
would be offered to militia officers, to 
the colonies (great cheering) and to the 
pniversities. At present there were 
109,000 regulars in the country and 
the increase was anticipated io be 
30,900. There were now 328,000 men 
in the auxiliary forces and it was es- 
timated the increase would be 50,000 
men. So, altogether, the country 
would soon have at least 517,000 and 
Mr. Wyndham anticipated the number 
would be nearer 600,000 than half a 
million. , 

During his remarks Mr. Wyndham 
referred to the- government’s confid- 
ence in the power and splendid ef- 
aiciency of the fleet, seying it had 
even been greater or more legitimate 
than now, But, in case of the fear 
of invasion, the garrisoning of the 
vast towns would develve on the aux- 
iliary forces, as it would be the first 
duty of the fleet to be off the enemy’s 
toast or face to face with the enemy. 
The government, Mr. Wyndham said, 
was rot making an appe2] for men 
and money in a spirit of panic. The 
risk was already much greater than 
®@ year ago. But it had increased in 
exact proportion to the reduction of

Tacoma, Wash., Feb. 12.—Dawson ad- 
vices say lititle will ba left of the Klon- 
dike mtropolis after the home rush in 
May and June.

A London despatch of the 13th an- 
nounces the receipt of two bulletins 
from Cape Town. One reported Col. 
Kekewich’s report that the Boers had 
lost Mafeking, and taken to Kimber- 
ley; a six inch’ gun and several quick- 
firing field guns. This statement was 
based on the report of a native ‘who 
ffccompanied the Boers, and the six 
inch gun in opening fire upon the gar- 
rison fully corroborated it. 
of Mafeking has been virtually aban- 
doned and the garrison no longerjneeds 
relief from Col. Plumer. The second 
bulletin reported an increase in the 
Boer fighting force before Kimber- 
ley! and the construction of n newand 
formidable line of trenches by the be- 
siegers. Lord Roberts has concealed 
his movements cleverly, but apparent- 
ly the Boers are matching his con- 
centration of forces with one of their 
own, leaving Col. Baden-Powell, mast- 
er of Mafeking, and failing to taka the 
prime minister’s son to Pretoria. 

Captain Fritz Henig, of the German 
army, the author of the modern me- 
thod of advancing in open’ forma- 
tion, in the course of a review of 
the military situation in South Africa, 
traces the mistakes of the campaign 
to their main source, as he thinks, 
in the underrating of the enemy. 
“England,” he says, “thoroughly wrap- 
ped) up in her belief in a professional 
soldierly, has always been inclined to 
underestimate the military strength 
of an opponent whose force consists 
oi volunteer militia. The English mili- 
tary profession is ever prone to be- 
lieve that every army with universal 
eenscription, and a system of more 
or less short service with the colors, 
belongs to a somewhat inferior cat- 
egory.In this underrating of the en- 
emy lies the source of many of the 
mistakes of the English method ~of 
Waging war, from the requirements 
of preparatory strategy down toe the 
details of tactical conflict.”
